Prat Characters 


Last month I sent ae listing 
from my TS204@ printer and I 
promised to tell you how I made 
the fat characters. 

The routine is only 39 bytes 
and can be loaded to any avail- 
able free memory, such as_ the 
printer buffer. 

Since this newsletter does not 
allow for long enough columns’ to 
comment the listing, I will de- 
scribe the process here. If you 
have questions, I will be glad to 
answer them at the next meeting. 

The first four lines perform a 
block move and copy the ROM char- 
acter set to FC@@h (64512). This 
is as high in memory as is con- 
venient, without overwriting the 
UDG’s. 


The next four instructions 
place the address of the ‘new’ 
character set into the proper 


system variable locations. 

The remaining instructions 
comprise a loop that moves’ each 
row (byte) of pixel information, 
one bit to the right. It then ORs 
(adds) back in the original bit 
locations. See figure 1. The new 
data is then re-stored to the new 
character table. 

There is no further action 
needed by you, as the routine 
creates and tells the system about 
the new character table. 

To use it, LOAD the routine to 
any available 39 byte area and 


call it with a RANDOMIZE USR 
address. Of course, address is the 
address you LOADed the rou- tine 
to.
